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Introduction

The Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division
of the State Comptroller’s Office is responsible
for collecting alcoholic beverage and cigarette
taxes and for administering and enforcing the
state’'s acoholic beverage and tobacco tax
laws.

This report details the division's
activities, including revenue collections and
audits, for fiscal year 2000, beginning July 1,
1999, and ending June 30, 2000.

Revenue

Total net receipts derived from the
alcoholic beverage and tobacco taxes, license
and permit fees and miscellaneous income for
fiscal year 2000 amounted to $235,288,088. A
.3% decrease in the beer tax revenue, a 5.4%
increase in wine tax collections and a 2.8%
increase in the distilled spirits receipts
contributed to an overal increase of 2.1% in
alcoholic beverage tax collections compared
with fiscal year 1999. The net receipts from the
sae of cigarette tax stamps, $197,622,500,
reflected a 53.8% increase from the previous
fiscal year. The tobacco tax yielded the largest
percentage of the division's net receipts
83.6%, while distilled spirits produced 7.5%,
beer 5.7% and wine 2.7%.

Alcohol and Tobacco Legislation

SB6 (Chapter 220, Acts of 2000).
Prohibits the purchase from tobacco product
manufacturers and the sde, dispensing,
distribution, and giving away of cigarettes in
packages of less than 20 cigarettes. Effective
October 1, 2000.

SB271 (Chapter 247, Acts of 2000).
Prohibits the sale or dispensing of a tobacco
product by means of a vending machine unless
the vending machine (1) is located in an
establishment that minors are prohibited by
law from entering, (2) is located in an
establishment that is a bona fide fraternal or
veterans organization, or (3) can only be
operated with a token, card, or similar device
that an individual can only obtain or purchase
from the owner or an employee of the
establishment. Effective January 1, 2001.

SB757 (Chapter 85, Acts of 2000).
Expands the definition of beer to include hard
cider. Effective October 1, 2000.

HB414 (Chapter 598, Acts of 2000).
Establishes a winery special event permit that
allows a Class 4 limited winery to provide free
samples of wine or sdll wine by the glass for
consumption at the event. The winery may
aso sel bottles of wine for off-site
consumption. Permits will be issued for events
organized and conducted by a nonprofit
organization or a government entity and at
which the sale and promotion of alcoholic
beverages is a subordinate activity. A Class 4
licensee may recelve up to 12 special event
permits per year though not more than one per
year may be issued for use in the same political
subdivision. Effective October 1, 2000.

HB513 (Chapter 613, Acts of 2000).
Increases the value of a sign that a brewer,
nonresident dealer, or beer wholesaler may
furnish to an acoholic beverages retal license
holder from $50 to $150. However, a $50
value limit is maintained for signs that are
manufactured by beer wholesalers and
furnished to alcoholic beveragesretailers.
Effective October 1, 2000.

License fees are collected from manufacturers,
wholesalers, railroads, steamboats and airline
companies.

Distilled spirits and sparkling and fortified wines
excise tax began December 5, 1933, at $1.10
per wine gallon not over 100 proof. Beginning
April 1, 1935, the tax on sparkling and fortified
wines was reduced to 20 cents per gallon, at
which time all wines were taxed at the same
rate. The tax on distilled spirits increased to
$1.25 per wine gallon on 100 proof or less on
October 1, 1939, and increased to $1.50 per
wine gallon on 100 proof or less on July 1, 1955.
The manufacturer’s tax on distilled spirits began
April 1, 1936, at the rate of 5 cents per proof
gallon. The rate decreased to 2 %2 cents per
proof gallon on June 1, 1937, and exempted
brandy and neutral spirits. This tax was
discontinued September 30, 1939.

A wine excise tax applicable to all wines began
April 1, 1935, at the rate of 20 cents per gallon.
Rate increased to 40 cents per gallon on July 1,
1972. Prior to April 1, 1935, a tax was levied on
sparkling and fortified wines which was at the
same rate as distilled spirits, $1.10 per gallon.
The beer excise tax began April 1, 1936, at the
rate of 2.4375 cents per gallon. The rate
increased to 3 cents per gallon October 1, 1938.
The rate increased to 9 cents per gallon July 1,
1972.

Certain permit fees were established June 1,
1943, at an annual fee of $5.00 for each permit
issued. Subsequently these permits and fees
were changed. Permit fees were established
June 1, 1959, as follows: Public Storage $50.00,
Public transportation $50.00, Public Storage and
Transportation $50.00, Individual Storage
$25.00, Non-Residential Dealer $50.00, Import

and Export $50.00, Bulk Transfer “BO” $50.00,
Bulk Transfer “BU” $25.00, Non-Beverage
(Commercial) $25.00, Non-Beverage
Eleemosynary-gratis, Change of Domicile $2.00,
Individual Transportation $2.00, Vehicle
Identification $2.00 for each vehicle. The
issuance of Solicitor's Permits began June 1,
1973, at the $50.00 annual fee. The issuance of
Wine Exhibition Permits began July 1, 1985, at
$50.00 fee. The issuance of Charity Wine
Auction permits began July 1,1 986, at $50.00
fee. The issuance of Non-Resident Storage
Permits began July 1, 1987, at $500.00 annual
fee. The Alcohol Awareness Program Permit
began July 1, 1989; the Alcohol Awareness
Instructor’s Permit began October 1, 1994; the
Family Beer and Wine Facility Permit began on
June 1, 1996; and the Private Bulk Sales Permit
began on October 1, 1991. Numerous license
and permit fees were increased effective May 1,
1992.

(g) The state cigarette excise tax began July 1,
1958, at the rate of 3 cents per pack. The tax
increase to 6 cents per pack on July 1, 1961, 10
cents per pack on June 1, 1975, 13 cents per
pack on July 1, 1980, 16 cents per pack on June
1, 1991, 36 cents per pack on May 1, 1992, and
to 66 cents per pack on July 1, 1999. Prior to
1961, a cigarette tax was imposed by certain
counties and Baltimore City.

Note: The Alcoholic Beverages Division merged with
the Cigarette Tax Unit in fiscal year 1972. Tobacco
revenue is shown beginning fiscal year 1972
